F. O. Wood Among 
Group Praised 
by Doolittle 


Among the 185,000 men and 
women of the Eighth Air Force 
congratulated today by Lt. Gen. 
James H. Doolittle, who assumed 
command of the Eighth In Jan¬ 
uary, 1944, ts F/O Stanley E. 
Wood Jr., husband of Mrs. Bar¬ 
bara J. Wood, 180 N. Mountain 
Trail. He is a pilot on a B-17. 

"I wish to extend my personal 
congratulations and my heart-felt 
appreciation to every one of you 
for the magnificent job you have 
done,” Gen. Doolittle said in a 
message to all personnel. 

"Each of you,” he continued, 
"may be proud of your part in 
the defeat of Germany. I am 
proud of you. The world is proud 
of you.” 

The Eighth Air Force was the 
world’s mightiest strategic bomb¬ 
ing force. Its personnel of 185,000 
was the equivalent of 12 Infantry 
divisions, and it could Send 21,000 
airmen in 2000 four-engine bomb¬ 
ers and 1000 fighters over Ger¬ 
many at one time, a combat ef¬ 
fort possible only through the 
support of tens of thousands of 
non-flying specialists. 

Since August, 1942, when com¬ 
bat operations began. Flying Fort¬ 
resses and Liberators of the 
Eighth dropped more than 700,000 
tons of bombs on enemy targets. 
Fighter pilots shot down 5250 
Nazi planes and destroyed 4250 
others on the ground. Bomber 
gunners shot 6000 German inter¬ 
cepted out of the air. 

The Eighth dropped an average 
of a ton of bombs every minute 
of the last 12 months. 

Airmen of the Eighth were the 
first Americans to attack Ger¬ 
many. The early crews flew a 
handful of unescorted bombers 
against the powerful Luftwaffe, 
and proved the feasibility of an 
American idea—precision daylight 
bombing over the Reich. 

As the Eighth grew in strength, 
it was assigned the task of crush¬ 
ing the German Air Force, which 
had to be done before the Allies 
could invade France. Bombers of 
the Eighth smashed Nazi aircraft 
production centers. Its fighters 
destroyed thousands of enemy 
planes in the air and on the 
ground. 

After beating the Luftwaffe 
into relative impotency, the Eighth 
threw its grbwing weight against 
Germany’s rail system and vital 
sources of oil. These campaigns, 
in conjunction with the British 
Royal Air Force and the U.S. 
15th Air Force, disorganized all 
transport in Germany, restricted 
German military operations in 
the air and on the ground, and 
paved the way for the march of 
Allied armies across Europe. 


After talking a few minutes 
with Sierra Madre’s Red Cross 
Field Director, William Burr, who 
came home last week almost di¬ 
rect from the battlefields in the 
Philippines, one realizes how im¬ 
portant it is not to miss a Blood 
Bank appointment. "If you could 
have seen boys come back to the 
living after a shot of blood 
plasma as I have,” said Mr. 
Burr, “you would be sending 
more and more.” Mr. Burr has 
been under intense pressure for 
the past 10 months. He was at¬ 
tached to three regiments, and 
although two regiments were 
pulled out at a time to rest, while 
the third was in combat, it kept 
the Red Cross on the Job contin¬ 
ually. 

"Probably the greatest compen¬ 
sation I realized in my service 
was when I went Into the front 
lines to assist the litter bearers 
and medics with the wounded," 
said Mr. Burr. "My supplies 
were lost in going ashore. I 
couldn’t set up a canteen for 
some time, so turned a hand 
where I was most needed. When 
a boy looked through the smoke 
and discovered me, an expression 
would come as much as to say, 
‘We didn’t know that you got In 
this mess too.’ He said it was 
the greatest morale builder to 
the men to find the Red Cross 
right with them. 

As to whole blood and plasma, 
Mr. Burr said that first of ay. 
men in the tropics have much 
less physical vigor to combat 
: wounds than they have in cooler 
climate. In hospitals the patient's 
! resistance is much lowered by the 
climatic condition. He must have 
j as much outside help as possible. 

Mr. Burr told of one incident 
where he was helping take men 
out from under crumpled walls. 
One boy appeared to be gone, 
his face was colorless, no signs 
of life, and the medic remarked, 

] “I don’t believe we can do any- 
. thing for this lad but we will not 
■ miss a chance. We will give him 
some plasma.” Mr. Burr said he 
came back by the boy in half an 
hour and he was smoking a cig¬ 
arette. He said the plasma was 
of the greatest value where there 
was excessive bleeding. If it 
could be administered on the 
scene it saved thousands of lives 
and after the patient was taken 
to the nearest hospital, the mir¬ 
acle of restoring life went on 
with the whole blood. 

Mr. Burr has gone through 
some very trying circumstances; 
j most often he had a canteen set 
up and was serving coffee 30 
minutes after an invasion. Many 
of the men knew’ his canteen as 
the "Seahorse" in New Guinea 
and when they peeked into a 
shell hole made by a 16-lnch’ 
shell, on one of the Philippine

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one could do It for half as many 
American dollars as it would coat 
In America. In fact, he could live 
more comfortably and more lux¬ 
uriantly in Italy. For there was 
one important difference. In Italy 
there wa3 no servant “problem.” 
Native Italians in all parts of 
Italy serve Italian or American 
families gladly, cheerfully, and, if 
treated like human beings, loyally 
and with real affection. In the 
1930's and probably today, for the 
equivalent of from $7 to $10 per 
month a family could have a 
woman servant who would do all 
the cooking and serving of the 
meals, make the beds, clean the 
house and keep it in order dailv. 
do all the family washing and 
ironing—and do the dailv market¬ 
ing also, if desired. She would 
save you money on the latter, if 
you were a foreigner, and even 
if she made a small commission 
on her buying and took home a 
few of your tomatoes, and enough 
of the dav’s meat to flavor a soup 
for her family, it was worth it! 

This division of labor allows the 
master and mistress of the house, 
even though they are of limited 
means, a leisure and domestic 
freedom that many a harassed 
wealthier couple in America never 
quite achieves—for "they can’t 
keep help.” Even the word "ser¬ 
vant" is resented in America by 
most of the persons who make 
their living by being servants. 
Where does the fault lie? Signor 
and Signora Viganotti mv amia¬ 
ble and cultivated host and hostess 
in Milan, were just comfortably 
off and never made anv display. 
They had two giggly little kitchen 
maids from the country and a se¬ 
rious over-maid, Giannina, who 
was a formidable perfectionist, a 
truly "faithful retainer.” T hey 
possessed no motor car nor car¬ 
riage, and fhey lived in a modest 
apartment on the second floor, 
furnished in a manner showing 
good taste rather than luxury 
and there was no elevator.

Home Canned Food 
Causes First Death 

With the first death this year 
from food poisoning due to botu¬ 
lism, a warning was issued last 
week by Dr. H. O. Swartout, Los 
Angeles county health officer, re¬ 
garding the use of home-canned 
products. 

Pickled chili peppers caused the 
death last week of Mrs. Concha 
Ruiz, 424 W. Magnolia St., Glen¬ 
dale. Investigations showed th3t 
the peppers, a gift to Mrs. Ruiz 
by a Los Angeles friend, were 
cold-p3cked, then placed in a hot 
water bath for 20 minutes. 

Because of the possibility of 
home-canned foods becoming con¬ 
taminated with botulinus the 
health officer warns that all 
home-canned foods should be re¬ 
moved from their containers and 
boiled for 15 minutes immediately 
before eating. 

“This applies especially to prod¬ 
ucts that do not have a high acid 
content or a heavy sugar syrup,” 
; Dr. Swartout said.

The demonstrated sales effective- 
ness of school children was an im¬ 
portant factor in the determination 
of the dates set for this new Drive- 
May 14th through June 30th. Insist¬ 
ence on the part of many War Fi¬ 
nance Chairmen throughout the 
country paid tribute to the vital sup¬ 
port that pupils, teachers and school 
administrators have given previous 
Bond Drives. 

A recent survey reveals that more 
than 20 million people heard about 
the Sixth War Loan from school 
children. Over eleven million were 
directly asked to buy bonds by these 
boys and girls, a little less than a 
third of whom were solicited in no 
other way. . , 

The participation of school chil¬ 
dren ranges from rallies at their 
schools to the taking over of actual 
house-to-house canvassing.

overcome attacks of insect pests, it 
is usually a case of “too little and 
too late.” 

It is necessary to destroy the gar¬ 
den invaders before they have dam¬ 
aged the plants, and this requires 
action when the plants are young, 
and most susceptible to injury. 

Fortunately, tho insects at this 
stage are usually few, and if the 
first invasion forces are destroyed, 
none are left to multiply; but If 
the gardener waits until he can see 
extensive damage, nnd swarms of 
insects, his task will be far more 
difficult, and may become Impos¬ 
sible. 

Always protect young plants of 
cucumbers, melons and squash

a wilt disease which will shorten its 
life. A good dust for this purpose 
is made by mixing one pound of 
calcium arsenate with 10 pounds of 
gypsum (do not use lime on vine 
crops). Keep the blossom ends of 
tho vines dusted until the vines are 
several feet long. 

All members of the cabbage 
tribe.

Cleaning Leather 

When cleaning leather use luke¬ 
warm water and a mild soap. Work 
up a thin suds on a piece of cheese¬ 
cloth and go over the leather sur¬ 
face. Then wipe it with a piece of 
damp cheesecloth, using no soap. 
Finally wipe it off with a dry soft 
cloth. There are some leather 
creams on the market that can be 
applied to the clean surface to keep 
it soft and smooth.
